9. (Amended) A computer implemented system for visually configuring a 
product from a plurality of selectable components, comprising: 

a user interface for displaying the plurality of selectable 
components and a plurality of slots into which the plurality of 
selectable components can be placed; and 

a user intelligence communicatively coupled to the user interface, 
for receiving a set of constraints from a remote inference engine 
and implementing the set of constraints; 

wherein the user intelligence comprises: 

an interpretor for receiving a set of constraints from an 
inference engine; 

a storage for storing the set of constraints; 

an implementor for implementing the forward-looking rules 
stored in the table; and 

an encoder for encoding and sending data regarding a user's 
current selection from the plurality of donors and the plurality 
of receptors to the inference engine.
